animal had vanished. There was a large 
opening in the side of the hill. Investi­ 
gation revealed the existence of this 
vast nndorground possession. So much 
for tradition. The sauie thing occnrrod 
with every other cave, and why not 
with this? 


The existence of this oave has been 
known for years. As early as 1813 it 
was owned by a white man who gath­ 
ered saltpeter in its chambers and made 
gnii|K)wder—-a precious article in the 
backwoods. Tlie early settlers work(>d 
the oave that way for years, going far­ 
ther and farther from the entrance in 
search of this mineral. Finally it eeasod 
to be necessary or proñtablo to make 
their own pow'der, and tho owner of the 
oave abandoned it, and the land revert­ 
ed to the general government. In 1841) 
or IB.’iO a man named Kothrock bought 
the land and explored the oave. At that 
timo only four miles wero known, but 
by chance a small opening was noticed, 
and an investigation revualed the fact 
that a now and greater portion hud been 
discovered. This unknown route was 
explored, six miles more of cave camo 
into possession of the owner, and it first 
occurred to him that ho had a bonanza. 
The new Iind brought tho cave into no­ 
tice, and subsequent disooveries have 
pliu;ed it among the wonders of America. 


It was 40 years ago that Mr. Hoth- 
rook, then a young uian, commeneod 
acting as guide among tho labyrintli of 
passageways under the hill. Now comes 
one of tho most inttirosting features of 
tbe cave. Wheu he began his visits hero, 
ho heard the drip, drip of tlie wutors 
that n(!ver ceast) and saw tho stuluctites 
—little finuers of stone which hud boon 
mude by tho dripping wuters. To test 
the growth of tho stono steniH ho maik- 
od ono with tho smoko of u eaiulit’ und 
uwuited results. Almost liO yeurs havo 
elapsed, and he returns today to tho 
stone timekeeper and measures tho 
growth—throe-sixteenths of un inch. 
There are coluuins lu^re seven feet high 
formetl by the coustant drop of water. 
Only a few feet from tho top you puss 
from the known to tho prehistoric. 


Wyundotte is beautiful iu sediment 
formation—stalagmites and stalactites 
that form from tlmir and ceiling, grow­ 
ing scarcely a hairbreadth in a >eur, 
but gradually lessening the distance be­ 
tween thoir crj’stal points until in timo 
they meet ami form columns of translu­ 
cent stone, beautiful and chaste in de­ 
sign, the despair of architects. Fancy a 
chamber of imiHising dimeuHions, tho 
lofty ceiling supported by these divine- 
ly wrtmght pillars, the concave walls 
veiHH'red with a couting of sptitküng 
diamonds, thv delusive glitter of gold 
and silver in boundless wealth, and you 
havo Aladdin’s cave, as rich as the ava­ 
ricious vision of tho Arabian dreumiir. 


The new routes reveul the iM'uuties of 
crystul, the old route presents the tu­ 
multuous, tho grund. The pussages and 
chambers aro rough, broken, tho barren 
ruggedness that turns one’s thoughts to 
grandeur. This route terminates in tho 
climax of attractions. This is the seiuilo 
chambor, and from its center, seeming­ 
ly out of a boiling caldron of luolieii 
lava that had lMH*n chilled and h<ft im­ 
movable, rises the pillar of the consti­ 
tution. It stands alone, the grundist 
column ever erected by man or his mas­ 
ter. Thirty feet in height, 75 feet in 
circumference, with fluted surface and 
unbroken UHly, it stands in perpetual 
darkness, no ray of light ever gilding 
its spark ling exterior save that from a 
flickering euiulle. 


Let us take out our notolsiok and cal­ 
culate tho ago of this venerable pile. The 
gray iK'arded guide has told us that the 
fragile linger of stone grew three-six- 
t4‘enths of an inch in nearly f)0 years— 
one inch in 246 years. This pillar is DO 
feet high, aUO inclu'K—two centuries 
and 45 years to one single inch. 
But 
then it forms from flm)r and ceiling,’so 
that 3 inchcs aro formed in that time. 
According to our calculation, it has 
betm 44,100 years since the foundation 
of this column was laid. But we have 
omitti^ ono fuctor. 
Tlie stone linger 
would have formed iu that time, but 
this is 000 timi's as great in diameter. 
Our pencils and 


cost $^¡.50,000, and was a mo.st iinponing 
elructuro, as njuny will recollect, A big 
minonil fountain was erected at oiu: end, 
and the company received $a0,000 or 
125.000 for tho lo.m* of it.

It was not a 
liquor drinking crowd that went to tho 
Centennial. 
Connected with tho Globo 
hotel, a couplo of squares away, was a 
va.st collection of slie<l.s beneath which 
teams could bo sheltered and wlu're 
they could bo watered and fed. 
They 
calculaterl tliat tlu^ manure alone would 
pay all tho expenses of tho enterprise. 
During tlie six months of tho exposition 
how many teams do you supposi* were 
driven beneath tho sheds? Exactly ono. 
During July, August und September tho 
hotel cleared an aggregate over e.xpenses 
of $ 10:5,000, but the upshot of the whole 
business was that wheu tho exhibition 
closed tho coiHieru was sold out at pub­ 
lio auction, and the nuuunioth luttel 
that had cost $:J.'i0,000 before a piece of 
furniture was placi-d in it was knoi^kod 
down under the hammer for ^3,500, 
Tho stockholders in tho enterprise re­ 
ceived ti7 cents for every dollar they had 
investotl—a loss «if :KI per cent. 
The 
Glolxt hotid enterpii.se was one of tho 
brighteHt bubbles und most I'ostly fail­ 
ures that ever marked a world’s fair.
